VICTORIA, May 4—The British 
Columbia legislature next Wed- 
nesday will be asked to approve 
a bill which would give the pro- 
vivncial government “wide pow-

OTTAWA, May 4—War has sent 
the Dominion government into 
business, but it is to protect pro- 
ducers rather than to make pro- | 
fits, The government or its agents 
now buy and sell such diversified | 
commodities as wheat, canned lob- 
ster, bacon and ham, apples, fibre 
flax seed, foundation potato seed 
and other seeds.

WHEAT BOARD NOT NEW

From Paris came prompt declarations 
of ‘complete understanding” and “admir- 
ation” of the candor and courage of Mr. 
Chamberlain in telling the British parlia- | 
ment—and the world—that the Allies’ | 
would not undertake to hold southern Nor- | 
way, and why. This is evidence of the 


bootless victory, resulting merely in the 
| establishment of an outpost to maintain 
which will be costly in life and supplies. 

lf the Norwegian campaign was not a 
side-show, neither was it the main-show, 
but only a part of this. The Allies could 
not afford to divert unlimited strength 
there at the cost of weakening themselves 
in other areas, That is the reason given 
for the decision to restrict their position to 
northern Norway, with the ore-shipping 
port of Narvik as the essential point of 
defence. That the decision leaves the 
bulk of the Norwegian people for a time 
at the mercy of the invaders cannot be 
helped, regrettable as it is. 

For Norway, and for every other small 
country in Europe, the vital thing is that 
the Allies win the war. Where they win 
it, or where they have to concede ground 
to the enemy for reasons of strategy, are 


agreement of the Allied leaders in mak- 
ing the unwelcome decision; and of the 
sterling loyalty of our comrades, in thus 
associating themselves with the course | 
taken. 

That the announcement was both un- 
expected and unwelcome in Britain is 
shown by newspaper comments, and by 
the fact that a full-dress debate is to be 
held in parliament on the Norwegian oper- 
ations. It is not impossible, though un- 
likely, that the Government may be com- 
pelled to resign or to drastically reorgan- 
ize as the result of criticism. This of 
course the Prime Minister knew, and his 
frankness is the more praiseworthy on 
that account. 

This aside, the strength of a democ- 
racy depends on the confidence of the pub- | 
lic in their leaders. A dictator has the | 
seeming advantage that he does not have 
to tell bad news and defend his actions to 
his subjects. But the advantage is illu- 
sory; the record shows that dictators have 
only risen to fall, while responsible gov- 
ernment has spread as the ages passed. 
In no way can the heads of the Allied Gov- 
ernments better consolidate the strength 
of these countries and make victory cer- 
tain than by boldly stating the facts, 
however unpleasant these may be. The 
greatest of the Allies is Truth.

The Fuehrer has made it im- 
possible for the authorities of other coun- 
tries to assume that there are no disguised 
enemies within their borders. 


That two Norwegian hospital ships 
were bombed and machine-gunned by 
enemy airmen will cause no surprise any- 
where. This method of “warfare” is part 
of the Nazi code, a part adopted from the 
code of Von Tirpitz and his associate di- 
rectors of the former exhibition of fright- 
fulness. What might be expected is that 
neutral countries should make an appeal 
to the Fuehrer to respect at least one of 
the humane customs of civilized belliger- 
If they do not do so, it will be be- 
cause they know it would be useless.

Fifty Years Ago 


From the Files of the Edmonton Bulletin 
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The Passing Show

It may be the better part of wisdom, despite 
the example of the British press, to stay the 
natural impulse to pour criticism upon Mr. 
Chamberlain for his statement in the House on 
Britain's conduct of military operations in Nor- 
way, That statement, it is true, left much to be 
desired, in its substance 
and delivery as in the im- 
pression it made upon par- 
liament, The French press, 
alone, applauded Mr, Chamberlain for having 
the courage to tell so dismal a tale in such plain 
and emphatic terms. 

Students of the Great War will recall the 
flood of abuse poured upon the British govern- 
ment in 1915 for its alleged failure to prevent 
Serbia from being overrun by the enemy, when 
it is now clear beyond a shadow of dispute that 
it was beyond the compass of Allied military 
strategy to do anything to ward off that blow. 
Critical judgments pronounced in the heat of a 
crisis, on the basis of fragmentary or incomplete 
reports, rarely do justice to the men in charge of 
national policy. 

When all the facts are heard, and Britain's 
actions in Norway are seen in calmer perspec- 
tive, the excited criticism now being poured out 
may appear just as inept and uninformed as was 
the unfortunate outcry about Serbia.

Smuggled In 

The Norwegian legation at Washington has 
issued a statement insisting that it was German 
tricks and not Norwegian treason that gave the 
Germans a foothold in Norway, and it is to be 
hoped this contention ean be made good. It 
would be an unhappy day for the world if it 
should develop that treason could be so easily 
suborned. 

Of German trickery, there is no question. Sir 
Nevile Henderson, who was British ambassador 
at Berlin for two years, says he found Hitler full 
of tricks. Hermann Rauschning, formerly a 
prominent Nazi, tells in a recent book that Hitler 
disclosed to him as long ago as 1935 his plans 
for overwhelming the Scandinavian countries. 

The Germans used various insidious methods. 
They got their soldiers into the country in the 
guise of tourists or commercial travellers, They 
sent them as sailors on merchant ships. They 
violated Norwegian hospitality. They faked or 
forged orders, They bribed and blackmailed. 
They took advantage of the essential decency of 
the Norwegian people to turn the scales against 
them and deprive them of their liberty.—Van- 
couver Province. 


D.G. Equipment 


When the world learned that the Queen 
Elizabeth had crossed the Atlantic and had 
reached her anchorage in New York without in- 
cident, Adolf Hitler and his intimate cohorts in 
Berlin must have rubbed their eyes in amaze- 
ment; but when they discovered the additional 
information that the mysterious girdle which 
had been constructed round the great ship was 
associated with the name of a famous German 
nventor, they must have been taken aback more 
than ever. 

As revealed shortly after the Cunarder's 
arrival in New York, the girdle, known as “the 
D.G. equipment,” fitted on this and other ves- 
sels is Britain’s reply to the Nazi magnetic mine, 
and scientists are confident that a ship so equip- 
ped is effectively demagnetized and immune 
from the perils of Hitler’s much-vaunted “secret 
weapon.” Those who were privileged to witness 
the Queen Elizabeth going down the Clyde, says 
the Glasgow Herald, observed that the ship had 
a cable running round her at main-deck level. 
It is this cable, carrying a current of electricity, 
which is known as the “D.G.” device, or the de- 
Gaussing girdle.

Today may be considered the sixtieth birth- 
day of the Canadian House of Commons debates, 
because it was on May 4, 1880, that the parlia- 
mentarians decided to end the system under 
which reporting of the debates had been per- 
formed by stenographers employed by con- 
tractors and substitute an officia] reporting staff 
under the contro] of the House of Commons 

There was no official record of the debates 
until 1874, when the House of Commong took 
steps to have its official report. A committee 
recommended the appointment of a reporting 
staff of five, under a chief reporter, to prepare 
reports. The contract was awarded to A. M. 
Burgess, formerly of The Globe, Toronto, and 
later deputy minister of the interior, at $500 per 
week, This system continued, under other con- 
tractors, until 1680, when it was decided to or- 
ganize a corps of skilled stenographers as em- 
ployees of parliament, to give their whole time 
to the job, at an annua) salary. At first, and for 
many years thereafter, these Hansard reporters 
were recruited from among the members of the 
parliamentary press gallery, most of whom at 
that time were skilled shorthanders, for the 
reason that the newspapers demanded columns 
upon columns of debates; but as this policy 
changed and the press gave less space to 
speeches in the commons the need for shorthand 
men in the gallery lessened, and about 1917 the 
Hansard staff was made subject to the civil sere 
vice commission, and sinoe then the reporters 
have been recruited from outside the gallery, 
mostly from the law courts. The days of “press 
control” of the Hansard staff, when party favor 
itism named the reporters, ended. There was 
never any complaint about the securacy of the 
reporting by the former newspaper men, but it 
was felt that with the disappearance of the old 
shorthander from the daily press it was advis- 
able to get reporters elsewhere,
